Father  Besinger,  of  First  Class, 
Dies  Dec.  2  at  St.  Charles  Seminary 


Three  More  Chapters 
Raise  Total  to  Seven 


The  Rev.  Bartholomew  Besinger,  C.PP.S.,  '96,  a  member  of  the 
first  graduating  class  and  one  of  the  first  students  to  ^nroU  at 
St.  Joseph’s,  died  Dec.  2  at  St.  Charles  Seminary.  Carthagena,  Ohio. 

Funeral  services  were  conducted  there  Dec.  5. 

In  failing  health  for  several 
years,  Father  Besinger  was  unable 
to  celebrate  the  golden  jubilee  of 
his  ordination  last  Mar.  14. 

Father  Bart,  as  he  was  best 
known  to  many  hundreds  of  form¬ 
er  St.  Joe  students,  served  at  the 
college  chiefly  as  prefect  of 
discipline. 

After  his  ordination,  Father 
Besinger  returned  to  St.  Joseph’s 
for  nine  years.  From  1911-1914  he 
was  stationed  at  Nebraska  City, 
Nebr.,  then  he  returned  to  College- 
ville  for  11  more  years,  until  1925. 

The  next  13  years  were  spent  at 
St.  Matthews,  Ky.,  and  from  1938 
to  1947  he  was  at  Kenosha,  Wis., 
as  a  chaplain.  He  had  been  at  the 
Seminary  since  1947. 

Father  Besinger  returned  to  the 
campus  for  the  1946  Alumni  re 
union  to  celebrate  the  golden  an 
niversary  of  his  graduation. 


Ex-Editor 
Of  STUFF 
With  Fides 

Founding  an  unsubsidized  re¬ 
ligious  publishing  house  in  a  time 
when  firmly  established  book  pub¬ 
lishers  moan  that  their  industry 
is  in  a  tight  squeeze  because  of 
zooming  production  costs  is  in¬ 
deed  a  risky  venture. 

“But  the  staff  of  Fides  Pub¬ 
lishers  Association  had  ^  youth, 
education,  and  faith  in  this  mis¬ 
sion,”  wrote  Richard  Frisbie  in 
a  prominent  feature  article  in  the 
Chicago  Daily  News  recently. 

Began  Publishing  in  1949 
Editorial  director  of  Fides  is 
Vincent  J.  Giese,  ’45,  former  ed¬ 
itor  of  Stuff,  campus  newspaper. 
Full-time  art  director  is  his 
younger  brother,  Giaxcnce,  -x-  50. 
The  staff  includes  also  a  sales 
director,  business  manager,  photog¬ 
rapher,  and  clerical  and  shipping 
help. 

Fides,  established  in  the  Cath¬ 
olic  Action  student  headquarters 
at  the  University  of  Notre  Dame, 
entered  formally  into  publishing 
in  1949  with  a  translation  of 
French  Cardinal  Suhard’s  Growth 
or  Decline?  The  Church  Today, 
selling  an  unexpectedly  high  13,000 
copies. 

Bankruptcy  Threatens 
Vince  Giese  attended  Notre 
Dame  after  receiving  his  -master’s 
degree  in  journalism  from  Mar¬ 
quette  University. 

When  bankruptcy  threatend  in 
1961,  Fides  scraped  up  every 
available  dollar  to  publish  The 
Mass,  first  of  a  series  of  photo 
graphic  albums  on  liturgical 
themes.  The  Mass  sold  120,000 
copies;  a  similar  album  on  mar 
riage,  65,000. 

The  Rev.  Louis  Putz,  Notre 
Dame  religious  professor,  who 
has  provided  spiritual  leadership 
for  Fides  from  its  beginning,  ex¬ 
pects  to  be  released  to  give  full 
time  to  the  new  publishing  house. 

Now  in  new  offices  at  21  W 
Superior,  Chicago,  Fides  is  grad¬ 
ually  increasing  its  staff  and 
looking  to  the  future  with  plans 
for  expanding  into  films  and 
television.

Joe  believes  that  there  is  only 
one  other  gunshot  dispenser  in 
the  United  States  like  the  one  in 
his  store;  “Shot  is  scooted  out  of 
eight  tiny  chutes  on  the  front 
of  the  cabinet,  according  to  the 
size  the  customer  wants  .  .  .  Prob¬ 
ably  a  lot  of  people  buy  shot  from 
him  just  to  see  his  dispenser 
work.”

The  Living  Foundation 

Latest  figures  from  Father  Joseph  Otte.  treasurer  of  the 
Alumui  Association  and  of  the  College,  show  that  $1677.15 
has  been  contributed  to  the  Living  Alumni  Foundation  since 
the  current  campaign  was  begun  last  spring.  Of  tlie  approxi¬ 
mately  3,750  Ahimni  who  were  addressed.  88  responded,  con¬ 
tributing  an  average  of  over  $19  each. 

The  Brother  Dave  Scholarship  Fundj  established  last 
March,  has  fared  better,  with  91  Alumui  contrilniting  $2.T17.75 
for  an  average  of  $25.69  eacli. 

Here  is  what  one  alumnus  has  done  to  show  his  apprecia¬ 
tion  for  the  benefits  he  has  derived  from  his  education  at 
St.  Joe:  He  has  made  a  loan  to  the  College  of  $20,000  declaring 
that  it  shall  be  interest  free.  But  the  interest  that  the  College 
would  have  to  pay  (4%)  on  this  sum  were  it  borrowed  from 
an  outside  source  is  turned  over  to  the  Living  Foundation. 

That  other  Alumui  might  wish  to  pursue  a  similar  course 
should  not  be  considered  outside  the  realm  of  con-siderafion. 

Alumni  should  also  keej)  in  mind  that  the  limit  on  per.sonal 
tax-deductible  contributions  has  been  raised  to  209^^  of  net 
income,  compared  with  last  year.

Pumas,  Hit  by  Injuries, 
Outpassed  Most  Foes; 
Couldn’t  Score  as  Often 


Reset  by  injuries  since  before 
the  opening-  game,  the  Pumas 
limped  through  nine  straight 
week  ends  of  a  disastrous  football 
season  which  saw  them  salvage 
but  a  tie,  and  that  in  the  last 
game. 

The  outlook  wasn’t  too  bad  in 
September:  in  fact,  the  Indiana 
Collegiate  Conference  publicity 
office  at  Valparaiso  was  booming 
the  Pumas  as  a  team  likely  to 
take  the  title.  Fifteen  lettermen 
returned  from  last  year’s  team, 
which  took  second  place  in  the 
ICC.  and  there  were  a  number  of 
less  experienced  players  from 
whom  much  was  expected. 

But,  through  the  course  of  the 
.season,  eighteen  varsity  players 
missed  one  or  more  games  be 
cause  of  injuries.  Of  these,  eight 
were  lettermen  from  1951. 

Loras 

In  the  opener  at  Loras,  the 
fired-up  Duhawks  remembered  last 
year’s  one-point  loss  to  St.  Joe 
and  methodically  tallied  two 
touchdowns  in  each  quarter  to  win 
Five  of  the  scores  were  made 
on  passing  plays. 

The  game  saw  End  Joe  Pindell 
carried  from  the  field  with  a  sus- 
pectedly  broken  leg,  which  turned 
out  to  be  a  severely  bruised  shin. 
Tackle  Fred  Handler  received 
foot  fracture  which  benched  him 
for  the  season,  and  Halfback  Bob 
Lavender,  with  a  shoulder  sep 
aration,  became  the  first  of  no  less 
than  seven  halfbacks  who  missed 
games  chiefly  because  of  shoulder 
and  elbow  injuries. 

St.  Aiiibro.se 

.Aided  by  the  addition  to  the  line 
of  Jim  Righeimer,  Hal  Pennington 
and  John  Thorpe — all  of  whom 
got  a  late  start — the  Pumas  show 
ed  improvement  the  following  Sun 
day  in  losing  to  St.  Ambrose,  24-6, 
Although  St.  Joe  could  gain  but 
101  yards  on  the  ground  to  the 
Bees'  423,  Puma  quarterbacks  Tom 
Paonessa  and  Bill  Zimmer  passed 
for  145  to  the  opponents’  64. 

In  outpassing  seven  of  their 
nine  opponents,  Paonessa  and 
Zimmer  accounted  for  1,002  yards 
while  their  rivals  made  840 
through  the  air. 

Valparaiso 

Against  Valparaiso,  St.  Joe  play¬ 
ed  a  bang-up  first  half,  after 
which  they  trailed  by  but  13-7. 
But  CruS’ader  power,  plus  a  few 
inopportune  Puma  penalties,  gave 
them  two  third-quarter  scores  and 
another  in  the  fourth  to  win, 
32-13,  thus  extending  Valparaiso’s 
undefeated  streak  to  25  games. 

Valparaiso,  incidentally,  was  up¬ 
set,  13-7,  the  following  week  by 
an  Evansville  team  which  already 
had  lost  four  straight  games. 

Indiana  State — Homecoming 

In  the  Homecoming  game 
against  Indiana  State,  a  team 
which  had  earned  only  six  points 
in  the  previous  four  years  against 
the  Pumas  and  which  had  gone 
winless  in  1961,  Sophomore  Jerry 


John  Donnelly,  sophomore  line¬ 
backer  on  the  St.  Joe  football 
team,  was  selected  the  Most  Val¬ 
uable  Player  on  the  squad  for 
1952,  according  to  a  one-sided  vote 
among  his  team  mates  at  the 
close  of  the  season. 

Donnelly,  who  won  a  letter  in 
his  freshman  year  as  an  offensive 
guard  and  linebacker,  was  used 
chiefly  at  the  latter  position  this 
season  because  of  his  unusual 
ability  to  diagnose  plays  and  to 
stop  those  coming  in  his  direction. 

Because  of  injuries  which  dis¬ 
abled  three  offensive  centers,  the 
Lancaster,  Penna.,  youth  played 
offensive  center  in  the  game 
against  Lewis  college,  then  moved 
to  his  linebacking  post  on  defense. 
He  played  the  entire  game. 

Donnelly,  who  stands  5-11  and 
weighs  but  170  pounds,  was  one 
of  the  few  Puma  regulars  who 
did  not  miss  action  because  of 
injury  this  season. 

At  St.  James  high  school  in 
Lancaster,  Donnelly  captained  his 
team  in  his  senior  year  and  re¬ 
ceived  several  city  and  regional 
honors. 

Donnelly  and  Coach  Gene  Fetter 
were  guests  of  the  Indianapolis 
News  at  an  annual  dinner  given 
for  Indiana  college  coaches  and 
their  star  players  at  the  end  of 
the  season. 


Walke’s  24-yard  field  goal  gave

But  two  second-period  scores, 
one  on  a  60-yard  run,  gave  the 
Sycamores  a  14-3  bulge  at  the 
half,  which  they  increased  to  the 
21-3  final  score  on  a  six-yard 
pass  play  in  the  last  period.

Ball  State 

Against  Ball  State,  whom  the 
Pumas  defeated,  39-21,  last  season, 
St.  Joe  trailed  7-6  going  into  the 
last  quarter.  Ball  State’s  endur¬ 
ance  held,  however,  and  with  an 
effective  mixture  of  passes  and 
running  plays  scored  twice  in  that 
final  period  after  marches  of  57 
and  85  yards.

Biblical  Scholar 
Delivers  Address 
On  Gutenberg  Text 

The  Rev.  Edward  Siegman, 
C.PP.S.,  ’28,  presenting  a  study  on 
“The  Text  of  the  Gutenberg 
Bible,”  was  one  of  the  principal 
speakers  at  a  special  program  in 
the  Library  of  Congress,  Wash¬ 
ington,  D.  C.,  commemorating  the 
500th  anniversary  of  the  printing 
of  the  Gutenberg  Bible. 

Attending  the  program,  which 
was  held  in  the  Coolidge  auditor¬ 
ium  of  the  Library,  were  priests, 
sisters,  lay  students,  ministers, 
and  a  number  of  stamp  collectors 
who  were  drawn  to  the  meeting 
by  a  presentation  of  the  Guten¬ 
berg  stamp  album  by  the  Post¬ 
master  General  of  the  United 
States. 

Father  Siegman’s  talk  was  later 
reproduced  in  the  Catholic  Uni¬ 
versity  Bulletin. 

Besides  serving  as  editor  of  the 
Catholic  Biblical  Quarterly  and 
as  a  member  of  the  committee  for 
the  revision  of  the  text  of  the 
Old  Testament  for  the  Confratern¬ 
ity  edition  of  the  Bible,  Father 
Siegman  teaches  three  courses  at 
the  Catholic  University:  the  Gos 
pels.  Biblical  Theology,  and  In 
troduction.
